Brantley Mayor Seeks 


Answer To Garbage Problem 


Brantley Mayor Willie 
Smith told THE ELBA CLIP- 
PER in a recent telephone 
interview that the City of 
Brantley cannot dump their 
garbage in the Crenshaw 
County landfill without pay- 
ing a fee, 

It was reported recently 
that Brantley could use the 
landfill at no cost, but Mayor 
Smith met with Crenshaw 
County Probate Judge Tom 
Harbin and was informed a 
fee would be charged, 

Mayor Smith stated, ‘‘The 
County doesn’t charge a pri- 
vate contractor who picks up 


household garbage in the rural 
parts of the’ county, but it 
does charge the cities. We 
are being penalized for hav- 
ing a City garbage system!’ 

The City of Luverne pays 
$750 per month to use the 
landfill, and the fee charged 
to Brantley would far exceed 
the $150 a month the city pays 
to use the Coffee County land- 
fill at New Brockton. 

Mayor Smith indicated he 
would address the Crenshaw 
County Commission at its next 
meeting and try to get the 
commission to re-evaluate its 
position. 


For the past three weeks 
the Elba Police Department has 
been involved in a crackdown 
at the City’s Recreation Center 
in an effort to eliminiate the 
problem of teenage drinking 
outside the building. 

Police Chief M, W. Jolinston 
reported that during the crack- 
down over 6 gallons of whiskey 
had been confiscated, along with 
countless bottles of beer, 
Johnston added that a $20 bag

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in a bathroom at the cepter,

Although I am addressing 
this directly to you, I certain- 
ly have no intent of making you 
a part of what I have to say, 
merely to have you print it, 

After the last city election 
I was determined I would be 
a ‘good loser’’ and 
from making any derogatory 
remarks concerning the elec- 
tion nor toward our elected 
Mayor.

While I don’t hold with 


his bitter sentiments, I have 
always admired Joseph 
Pinkney Parker, He was 
just about the most ‘unre- 
constructed rebel” in Ala- 


bama. In 1906, while living 
in Troy, Parker put up a 
granite monument in his 
front yard to John Wilkes 
Booth “. . . for killing old 
Abe Lincoln.” Despite ob-_ 
jections. by his more tem- 


perate neighbors, he refused 
to take it down, 

Parker was born in Geor- 
gia and enlisted in Co. A, 
2nd Georgia Infantry at Col- 
umbus on August 31, 1861, He 
fought through the war in the 
Army of Northern Virginia - 
(Lee) and was surrendered 
with that army at Appamattox. 
He came home (said to be 
Coffee County) to find econo- 
mic desolation. He blamed 
Lincoln and all things Yankee, 

Little is known about 
Parker’s background, Appa- 
rently he came to Troy in the 
late 1890’s - from where is 
not clear, As an elderly man 
he went to Toombs County, 
Georgia, to live with rela- 
tives. He died there on Dec- 
ember 12, 1921, and his body 
was returned to Troy for 
burial, The monument he put 
up to Booth was recarved and 
today it stands as his head- 
stone in Troy’s Oakwood
